from the United States for young 
stock and the prospect that larger 
shipments would be made to that 
market. Some improvement was not- 
iceable in the English market, but the 
exports to that country were not 
greatly increased. Prices of hogs de- 
clined as a result of weakness in the 
United States market, which had 
taken large quantities of Canadian 
hogs and pork products, offsetting the 
reduced exports to Great Britaia. The 
developments affecting the prices for 
dairy products are dealt with else- 
where in this Letter. During the past 
month there have been but few im- 
portant developments in the weol, silk 
and rayon markets, The world’s cot- 
ton crop for the 1926-27 season is 
officially estimated at 29,000,000 bales, 
as compared with 27,700,000 bales in 
the previous year, The metal markets 
have been comparatively firm, There 
has been some reduction in the out- 
put of copper which served to maintain 
the higher price, 13% cents, estab- 
lished a few weeks ago. There was 
a marked rise in the price of tin, the 
London qvioation reaching early in 
Mareh the highest point since 1920, 
but there bas since been some reces- 
sion. There has been a further decline 
in the price of sugar owing, it is be- 
lieved, to an increase in the Cuban 
stocks and to reports that European 
countries would this year have larger 
acreage sown to beet sugar. ‘ihe 
present price, however, is still well 
above that at this time last year and 
apparently the holders of raw sugar 
expect that the large supplies now 
available will be reduced during the 
next few months. The crude rubber 
market was stronger until 14th March, 
when the stocks in the United States 
at 28th February were announced as 
over 90,000 tons; prices then weakened 
but have since risen slightly as a re- 
sult of an increase in the demand for 
automobile tires from the manutfactur- 
ers. Crude oil, kerosene and gasoline 
prices have been reduced by produc- 
ers and refiners; production in the 
United States has declined somewhat, 
but it is still higher than in the cor- 
responding periad of 1926.
